On the norning of Novenber 18, 1863, n. special t?.',aia drew r>ut f r^.n 
Washin.^ton, carrying a disting'.iished company. There v;e re the judges of 
the Suprene Court of the United States and nenters of the cahinet. Abra- 
ham Lincoln, President of the Unites States journeyed with the conpany, 
to assist at the consecration the next dny of the national cenetery at 
G-ettyshurg. 

The weight on his shoulders seemed pressing r.ore heavily thaji he 
had the courage to withstand. The responsibilities of one almost a 
dictator in a wide war torn coijintry cnjne nenr to crushing atthishumjm 
soul and body. There was moreover a speech to be made toiiiorrow to 
thousands v/ho would expect their loresident tosay sonethingworth listen- 
ing to, somethinf; brilliant stirring He ^lanced a cross the car, Edward 
Everett spt there, the orator of the following day. Of v/hat use was 
it for such a one as ho to try to fashion a speech fit to t.ake the place 
by the side of Everretts silver sentences. Yet the people had the right 
to the best he could give then pnd he would give then his best. 

Across tho car the Secretary of State had just opened a package 
of books and their wrappings of brov/n paper Iry on the floor, torn 
carelersly in a zifj-zig. The President stretched a. long arm. 

''I'r, Sev.-ard, may I have this to do a little writing," he asked and 
the secretary protested insisting on findinj^; hotter material. 

But Lincoln with few words had his v/ay. 

Sarnestly with tha,t capacity for talcing infinite pains which ha.s 
defined a? genius he labored as the hours flew building closely fitted 
word on word, sentence on sentence. 

At eleven o'clock on the morning of the followin-r day, on November 
the 19th, 1863 a vast silent multitude billowed like waves of the sea 
over v;hat had been not long before the battlefield of Gettysburg. 
There were wounded soldiers there, who iiad seen the men die who were 
buried there. There v;ere the rank and file of the every day Americaji 
gathering in surging thousands. 

Jor two hours Everett spoke and the crowd listened •'intirod, fasci- 
nated. When his voice fell into silence the mass of people burst into 
a storm of applause. Presently a gaunt figure detached itself from the 
group on the platform aJid slouched slowly across the open spree and 
stood facing the audience. It w.as the President. Every ea.r was alert 
to catch the first sound of his voice. Suddenly the voice came in a 
queer squealcing falsetto, A suppressed, yet unj:iistnk:able titter ran 
through the throng, ran through it r>nd. was gone. Calmly enough after 
a pause almost too slight to be recognized, he virent on and in a dozen 
words his tones had gathered volume, he had cone to his pov/er and dignity. 
People stopped breathing rather as if they feared to oiss an inflection. 
That these were his people v;as his only thought. 

"Fourscore and seven years a^^o o\ir fathers broiaght forth upon this 
continent a new nation, conceived in liberty nx-d dedic.'^ted to the pro- 
position th-at all men are created equal, "the voice went on, and finally 
ending, "that we here highly resolve that these dead shall not have died 
in Vain, that this nation under God shall have a new birth of freedom, 
a.nd that government of the people, by the people, for the people shall 
not perish from the earth."

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There was no sound froa the silent vast asi-enljly. The President 
stared at then a noli^nt with sad eyes full of gentleness. Hot a haad 
was lifted in ap rlause, Onlya si,::h like a ripplo on tho cceiJi ran thnuf^h 
rank after r,nnk. Lincoln's hearty a throh of pain, answerea it. vrhat he 
had meant to he a credit would he a failure. 

The special train which left Gettysharg imnediately afto^ ohe solen- 
nitics on the hattlef ield-cenetery hrought the Prrsideht's party into 
Washington daring the night. Atahoatfour o ' clock the follcwint; aftor~ 
noon, Lincoln feeling the sore need of fresh air went oi,t f.'^onthe '/hite 
Hoase alone for a walk. His mind still ran on f'-^c ''jnc3 cf the day 
hefore. He rener.tered sadly that even fx>r the President re hx;,nd, no 
voice v/as lifted in applause. 

It must have "been pretty poor stxiff, ne s^^id half aloud, yet I 
thought it was a fair little cor.ipositionand I aeant to do ;;ell hy thoa. 

His loni'^ strides had carried hin into the out skirts of the city 
and suddenly at a corner a youn;-; hoy came rashing to'/ard hin, Lincoln 
kept hin froc falling v.'ith a strong vigorous arm. The President saw 
'tha^ Kis "blue eyes 'iirere filled with tears. 

• "-Do you want all of the puolic highv;a,y7 Can't a gentleman of the 
South even walk in the streets, without, without — " 

"My hoy, that fellow that's interferin.; with y^ur v/alking is 
down inside cf you. How tell rae what's vrcng 'rith the world, nayl j I 
can help you." 

"'iv'rong? wrong? evorythings wrong, and he launches into a nad tirade 
fror.i the President dovm." 

Lincoln listened, "Go ahead, " he said good naturedly, "every little 
helps." 

"I want a lawyer, and I doi' ' t know where to find a lav.'yer in this 
terrihle city, I can't wait, it nayhe oe to- late." 
"What do yoa want with a law:'er?"

I don't believe it, ho can't he dying. But anj/Ttfay he wants to nakc a 
will." 

"I see." the other answered gravely. "'.Vhere is your brother?" 

"He's in the prison hospital there. He's captain in our amy, the 
Corifederate arny, he was wounded at Gettysburg." 

"Oh, I think I can raanage your job, r.y boy, I used to practice 
law in a s/.iall way nyeelf." 

"Cone," said the boy, "don' t waste tine talking, why didn't you tell 
ne before," there v;as a tone of patron:af'-;e in his voice as he said, "we can 
pay you, yoxx know, we're not paupers." My brother is Carter Hanpton 
Blaircs of Georgia. I'n Warrington Plaire. The Harjpton Court Blaires 
you know. " 

"Oh," said the President. 

"I'n afraid I wasn't very polite, I'm sorry, I apologize. Is. it 
very e3q:>ensive to draw a will?" he asked wistfully. 
- • ■ ■• -"^Jo sonny, it's one of the cheapest things a nan can do." 

".I'n glad of that for of course Carter wants to leave as nucli as 
he can. You see that is what the will is about. Carter is engaged to 
narry Miss Sally Maxfield and they wo^old have been narried now if ho 
had'nt been wounded and taken prisoner."

"Till death do us part I" said the officer slowly.

"been sacrilege. It seems t o mo that it was the most perfect tri"bute

that has ever been paidbyany people to an orator. It will live, that 
speech. Fifty years from now American children will be learning it as 
a part of their education. And your name's Lincoln and you haven't read 
it", there's the paper, lUl read the speech to Mr. Lincoln myself." 

The hoy had sprung to his feet, "Let me read it Carter, it might 
tire you." 

The giant figure, olbovs on knees, listened. 

And as the sentences slipped from tho lads mouth, behold, a miracle 
happened for the man that hj^d written th^n knew that they were great. 
He knew that out of a little loving kindness had come groat Joy. 

"'Fourscore and seven yoarsago,'" tho boyish voice began. The face 
of the dying man stood out white on tho pillow and tho ff.cG of the 
President shone as he listened to the new words. 

"'That wc hero highly resolvo that these dead shall not have died 
in vain, that this nation under God shall have a new birth of freedom 
and that government of the people, by the people, for the people shall 
hot perish from the earth,'" 

There was a deep stillness in the hospital ward. The soldier s 
voicj broke it., "It's a wonderful speech. There' s nothing finer. 
Other men have spoken stirring words for North and for South but never 
before with the love of both breathing through them and only such today 
may call himself, not northern or Southern but American, They are 
beautiful, broad words and the sting of war would be lost if the soul 
of Lincoln could be breathed in the armies. Of crurse it nay be wrong 
from my point of view, yet that doesn't alter my admiration of tho mtin 
and his words. And now before I die, I'd like to put my hand in tho 
hand of Abrahara L-^nc^ln' s and I would say to him, 'I know that we are 
fighting for the best, and the right of '^ur country as it is given us to 
see it.' When a man gets so close to death's door that ho fools tho 
wind through it, the bitterness of the fight fades for him. I only 
feci the love of country, the satisfaction of giving mj^' life for it. 
The speech, that speech has made it lo^k higher and simpler, your side 
as v/ell as curs. And not I only wish that I c"uld put my hand in the 
hand of Lincoln's," 

Slowly the dying man turned until he c-^uDd see the face of this 
great man and something in his expression told hi'n who he was, Lincoln 
with tears streaming down his cheeks, whispered, "Tis granted." 

Convulsively the hpTid shot out and caught at the great fing..rs that 
hung near him, pulling the President, with the strength of agony to his 
knees by the cot. The door of def^th had opcnecl and a groat wind had 
carried the brave conquered spirit into the greater atmosphere of which 
ho had spoken. Suddenly the strugvjle ceased and the hand of the South- 
ern soldier laj' a^uiet where ho had wished to place it; in tho hand of 
Abraham Lincoln.
